The report is to be illustrated 
and it will be accompanied by 
the testimony taken by the com- 
mission, but thus far only the re- 
port proper has been printed. 
This alone covers 87 pages ol 
printed matter. 

In brief, the commission rec- 
ommends a general increase ol 
wages amounting in most in- 
stances to 10 percent; some de- 
creases of time; the settlement 
of all disputes by arbitration 
fixes a minimum wage and a 
sliding scale; provides against 
discrimination of persons by 
either the mine owners or the 
miners on account of member 
shiD or non-membership in a la- 
bor union and provides that the 
awards made shall continue ir 
force until March 81, ISM 16. 

No Award on Union Question. 

The commission discus, , <1 t. 
some extent the matter of recog 
nition or 11011 recognition of tin 
miners' union, but declined t( 
make any award on this matter 

Following is the Commission'i 
own summary of the award: 
made: 

"1. That an increase of 10 
percent over and above the rates 
paid in the month of April, 190-2, 
be paid to all contract miners f< 
cutting coal, yardage and otln 
work for which standard rates 1 
allowances existed at that tin 
from and after November 1, 190 
and during the life of this awan 
The amount of increase under 
the award due for work done be 
tween November 1, 1902, and 
April 1, 1908, to be paid on 
.before June 1, 1908- 

"2. That engineers employed 
in hoisting water shall have ai 
increase of 10 percent on tliei: 
earnings between November 1, 
1902, and April 1, 1903, to be 
paid on or before June 1, 1908; 
and from and after April 1, 1903, 
and duriug the life of the award 
they shall have eight hour shifts, 
with the same pay which was ef- 
fective in April, 1902, and where 
they are now working eight-hour 
shifts shall have an increase of 
10 percent on the wages which 
were effective in the several po- 
sitions in April, 1902. 



"Hoisting engineers and other 
engineers and pumpmen, other 
t v »n//those employed in hoisting 
tf,W& who are employed in po- 
giheus which are manned con- 
tinuously, shall have an in 
of 10 percent on their e. 



iter Anril 1, 1903, and dur- 
ing the life of the award, they 
shall have an increase of five per 
cent on the rates of wages which 
were effective in the several po- 
sitions in April, 1902; and in ad- 
dition they shall be relieved from 
duty on Sundays, without loss of 
pay, by a man provided by the 
employer to relieve them during 
the hours of the day shift. 

"That firemen shall have an in- 
crease of 10 per cent, op their 
earnings between November 1, 

1902, and April, 1, 1903, to be 
paid on or before June 1, 1903, 
and from and after April 1, 1903, 
and during the life of the award 
they shall have eight-hour shifts, 
with the same wages per day, 
week or month as were paid in 
each position in April, 1902, all 
employes or mmpany men, other 
than those for whom the com- 
missioner makes special awards, 
shall be paid an increase of 10 
par cent, on their earnings be- 
tween Nov. 1, 1902, and April 1, 

1903, to be paid on or before 
1, 1903, and from and after 

April 1, 11MI3, and during the life 
of this award they shall be paid 
on tlwt basis of a nine-hour day, 
receiving therefor the same wag- 
i that were paid April, 1902, for 
ten-hour day. Overtime in ex- 
>88 of nine hours in any day to 
be paid at a proportional rate 
per hour. 

Method* Of Payment. 
During, the life of this 
award the present methods of 
payment for coal mined shall be 
adherd to unless changed by mu 
tual agreement. 

In all of the above awards it is 
provided that allowances like 
those made shall be paid to the 
legal representatives of such em- 
ployes as may have died Bince 
Nov.l, 1902. 

AflJ difficulty or disagree- 
ment arising under this award, 
either as to its interpretation or 
application, or in anv way grow- 
ing out of the relations of the 
plovers and employed which 
cannot be settled or adjusted by 
consultation between the Supcr- 
tendent or Manager of mine or 
ines, and the miner or miners 
direetly interested, or is of ft 
scope too largo to be settled or 
adjusted, shall be referred to a 
permanent joint commission to 
be called a Board of Conciliation, 
to consist of six persons, ap- 
pointed as hereinafter provided. 
That is to say, if there shall be a 
division of the whole region into 
three districts, in each of which 
there shall exist an organization 
representing a majority of the 
mine workers of such district, 
one of said board of conciliation 
shall be appointed by each of 
said organizations and three 
other persons shall be appointed 
by the operators, the operators 
in each of said districts appoint- 
ing cne person. 

Fina( And Binding. 

"The Board of Conciliation 
thus constituted shall take up 
and consider any questiou refer- 
red to it as aforesaid, hearing 
both parties to the controversy 
and such evidence as may be 
laid before it by either party ; 
and any award made by a maj- 
ority of such Board of Concilia- 
tion shall be final and binding 
on all parties. If, however, the 
said board is unable to decide 
any question or point related 
thereto, that questiou or point 
Bhall be referred to a 
to be appointed, at the request 
of said board, by one of the Cir- 
cuit Judges of the Third Judical 
Circuit of the United States, 
whose decision shall be final and 
binding in the premises. 

"The membership of said board

"No suspension of work shall 
take place, by lockout or strike, 
pending the adjudication of any 
matter so taken up for adjust- 
ment. 

"5. Wherever requested by ft 
majority of the contract miners 
of any colliery, check weighmen 
or check contract bosses, or both, 
shall be employed. The wages 
of said check weighmen and 
check (locking bosses shall be 
fixed, collected and paid by the 
miners iu such manner as the 
said miners shall, by a majority 
vote, elect, and when requested 
by a majority of said miners, the 
operators shall pay the wages fix- 
ed for check weighmen and check 
docking bosses out of deductions 
made proportionately on earn- 
ings of said miners, on such basis 
as the Majority of said miners 
shall determine. 

Distribution of Care. 

"0. Mine cars shall be distrib- 
ute.! among miners who are at 
work, as uniformly and as equit- 
ably as possible and there shall 
be ' no concerted ell'ort on the 
part of the miiu N or mine work- 
ers of any colliery or collieries, 
to limit the output of the mines 
or to detract from the quality of 
the work performed, unless such 
limitation of output be in con- 
formity with an agreement be- 
tween an operator or operators 
nd an organization representing 
a majority of said miners in his or 
their employ. 

l 7. In all cases where miners 
are paid by the car, the increase 
awarded to the contract miners 
is based upon the ears to rise, the 
topping required, and the rates 
paid per car which were in force 
on April 1, 1902. Any increase 
in the size of car, or in the top- 
ping of the car, shall be accom- 
panied by a proportionate in- 
crease in the rate paid per car. 

I. The following sliding scale 
of wages shall become effective 
April 1, 1903, and shall affect all 
miners and miue workers includ- 
ed in the awards of the commis- 
sion : 

•The wages iixed in the awards 
shall be the basis of, and the 
limutu under the sliding scale : 
For each increase of 5 cents 
in the average price of white ash 
ml of sizes amove pea coal, sold 
_j or near New York, between 
Perth Am boy and Edgewater and 
repotted to the bureau of an- 
thracite coal statistics, above 
$4.50 per ton f. o. b. the employ- 
es shall have an increase of 1 per 
cent in this compensation, which 
shall continue until a change in 
such coal works a 
crease in said ad 
ditional compensation hereunder, 
but the rate of compensation 
hall in no case be less than that 
fixed in the award. That is, 
When the price of said coal reach- 
14.55 per ton, the compensa- 
tion sha 1 bo increased 1 percent, 
to continue until the price falls 
below 14.60 per ton, when the 1 
percent increase will cease or un- 
til the price reaches $4.60 per 
ton. when an additional 1 percent 
will be added, and so on. 

Computed Monthly 

"These averages shall be com- 
ited monthly, by an account- 
it or commissioner, named by 
one of the Circuit. Judges of the 
Third Judicial Circuit of the 
United States and paid by the 
coal operators, such compensa- 
tion as the appointing Judge may 
fix, which compensation shall be 
distributed among the operators 
in proportion to the tonnage of 
each mine. 

"In order that the basis may 
be laid for the successful work of 
the sliding scale provided herein, 
it is also adjudged aud awarded: 
"That all coal operating com- 
panies file at once with the Unit- 
ed States Commissioner of Labor 
a certified statement of the com- 
pensation paid in each occupa- 
tion known in their companies as 
they existed April 1, 1902,

REPORT SENT TO PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 

Washington, March 20.— 
Former Gov. Atkinson, of West 
Virginia, now United States 
District Attorney for the South- 
ern District, of West Virginia, 
today laid before the President 
the findings of the grand jury in 
the case of the recent conflict 
between the miners and Deputy 
Marshals at Stanaford, W. Va., 
in which five men were killed 
and many were wounded. The 
report of the grand jury was 
made to Judge B. F. Keller, of 
the Southern District of West 
Virginia, and he regarded it as 
so important that he felt it his | of Feb. 



duty to lay it before the Depart- 
ment of Justice. It was received 
bv Acting Attorney General 
Hoyt and by his direction Mr. 
Atkinson presented it to the 
President. 



Big Mountain to Stanaford Ci . . 
where thev reached about night- 
fall Feb. 24, 1903, that they made 
no demonstration on the way ex- 
cept to hold up Ed Summers, a 
citizen, and shoot at him,, but 
seemed to have ft destination and 
were actuated by a fixed purpose 
which, in the light of after 
events, was evidently to resist 
the execution of the process of 
this court at the muzzle of the 
gun, to commit murder if neces- 
sary in order to carry out their 
unlawful design.

The 
grand jury assigns as a reason 
for making a special report the 
fact that there had been grave 
violation of the law ending in 
bloodshed, and that wide news- 
paper notoriety, with gross mis- 
representations, had been given 
the affair, and great injustice 
done the officers of the court. 
The report then continues in sub- 
stance as follows : 

"We have examined a large 
number of witnesses who were 
present and participated in what 
took place at Atkinsville on Feb. 
21, which culmiuated in the bat- 
tle at Stanaford City on the 
morning of Feb. 25, 1903. This 
evidence before us as 
occurred at Atkinsville

"The first demand of the offi- 
cers for surrender and admit- 
tance was at a house occupied by 
a negro named Stonewall Jack- 
son. Jackson came to the door 
and was told that the parties 
there were Deputy United States 
Marshals and had warrants for 
the occupants of the house and 
demanded that they should sur- 
render to the law. Jackson im- 
mediately slammed the door and 
when Edward D. Summers, a 
member of the Marshal's posse, 
forced it open he was fired upon 
by Jackson. The fire was re- 
turned by the posse and a num- 
ber of shots were tired both from 
without and from within the 
house, and when the inmates 
finally surrendered to the oflicf 
s found that two or three

"The evidence shows that of 
the crowd camped on Big Moun- 
tain after the demonstration at 
Atkinsville on Feb. 21, 50 per 
cent, were not miners nor never 
had been; that those who 
marched from Ki^ Mountain to 
Stanaford City on the 24th, 1,174, 
by actual count, ft large number 
were not, nor never had been 
miners, but wero composed of 
the lawless element of the com- 
munity or strangers who had 
come in there to take advantage 
of the lawlessness originating 
and fostered by the United Mine 
Workers in the vicinity of the 
trouble." 

This report is signed by all 
members of the grand jury and 
is supplemented by glowing tri- 
butes to Deputy Marshal Cun- 
ningham and Sheriff Cook.

When he protested against 
such proceedings and informed 
them that he was an officer of the 
law, trying to perform his duty, 
the alarm bell was rung and he 
was immediately surrounded by 
an angry mob of armed men and 
ordered to leave the town iu five 
nutes under penalty of death, 
1 one of the mob threw up his 
gun, which was cocked, with the 
avowed intention of killing him 
and was only prevented from do- 
ing so by one of the members of 
the miners' union. Deputy Cun- 
ningham left the place without 
being able to execute any writs. 

"The evidence shows that Cun- 
ningham acted throughout in a 
prudent and conservative man- 
ner. It further shows that the 
resistance was the result of a 
conspiracy on the part of the 
mine workers and their sympa- 
thizers to prevent the execution

500 to 2,000 shots were fired al- 
together and the evidence shows 
the strikers had with them a 
small cannon, which they car- 
ried away with them. 

"It is the testimony of the 
witnesses that no shots were 
fired by any member of the posse 
until they had been first fired 
upon by the strikers; that Depu- 
ty Marshal Cunningham and 
Sheriff Cook positively in- 
structed their men to use no vio- 
lence nor to use their arms unless 
in protection of their lives, 
which orders, so far as the evi- 
dence before us goes, was strict- 
ly obeyed. 

"Chris Evans, National Organ- 
izer United Mine Workers of 
America, testified that he had 
the entire charge and control ot 
the United Mine Workers in the 
district embracing the New

Hopkiusville, Ky., March 25.— 
The hearing of testimony in the 
Coffey murder case closed this 
morning and arguments were be- 
gun this afternoon. 

Yesterday the prosecution 
Bprang a surprise when they in- 
troduced in rebuttal John Wil- 
kins, of Nortouville, who testi- 
fied that he lived within a short 
distance of the church and that 
the meeting closed on Sunday 
night, Oct. 25th, or one week 
before the alibi of the defense 
says it closed. He also stated 
that there were no services at 
the church on the night before 
the murder. Rev. J. F. Brown, 
of Marion, Ky., who was in 
charge of the meeting, corrobor- 
ated this testimony and said he 
did not hear of the killing of 
Coffey until about Tuesday 
week after the meeting closed. 

J. A. Barnett, of Nortonville, 
also testified that the meeting 
closed on the Sunday before the 
defense claims it did, and gave 
as ft reason for his remembering 
the date that his wife gave birth 
to a child on Saturday night, 
Oct. 19, and that the meeting 
closed the following night and he 
heard of the murder of Coffey 
just ft week after the birth of 
tho child. 

Chas. Trathen, of Oak Hill, 
also stated that the meeting 
closed on the night of Oct. 20, 
and that on Sunday after Mr. 
Coffey was killed there was no 
protracted meeting going on iu 
Nortonville. Lee R. Melton, of 
Nortonville, corroborated the 
other witnesses as to tho meet- 
ing closing on Oct. 20, instead of 
Oct. 27.

THE STRIKE COM- 

MISSION'S REPORT. 
The Anthracite Coal Strike 
Commission's report to l'resident 
Koosevelt has been made public 
and is published in this issue in 
the condensed form telegraphed 
over the country to the daily 
papers. 

Those who have read closely 
the full reports of the beginnings 
of the strike movement know 
that the strike was ordered be- 
cause the operators would not 
recognize the United Mine 
Workers and meet and treat 
with Jno. Mitchell as their ac- 
credited representative; they 
know that the demaud for more 
wages was only incidental and 
UBed as an excuse for the strike. 

Upon this very point the Com- 
mission is clear in the opening 
declarations of its report, saying: 
"The occasion of the strike of 1902 
was the demand of the United Mine 
Workers of America for an increase 
in wages, a decrease in time and the 
payment for coal by weight wher- 
ever practicable and where then 
paid by car. 

'•The cause lies deeper than the oc- 
casion, and is to be found in the de- 
sire for the recognition by the opera- 
tors of the miners' union." 

This is the conclusion of the 
Commission, after, having ex- 
amined over five hundred wit- 
nesses, having visited the mines, 
listened to a week of argument 
by attorneys on all sides, devoted 
many days and nights to the con- 
scientious study of every phase 
of the questions at issue. 

It was recognition of the union 
that John Mitchell sought first of 
all. This he does not got at the 
hands of the commission, which 
declares this question to be not 
"within the scope of the juris- 
diction conferred upon it by the 

It was about the middle of Oc- 
tober that the operators ad- 
dressed a letter to President 
Roosevelt, suggesting submission 
to such a commission, and on 
October 21st, the striking miners 
in convention agreed to the sug- 
gestion. 

The operators expressly de- 
clared they would not enter into 
an y plan that included the recog- 
nition of the United Mine 
Workers and since the sugges- 
tion of a submission to a com- 
mission was purely voluntary 
only agreed phases of the con- 
troversy could be brought within 
the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion. 

The commission says the cause 
of the strike was "the desire for 
recognition by the operators of 
the miners' union." The com- 
mission also says: "the questions 
involved in this controversy were 
not of such importance as to jus- 
tify forcing upon the public con- 
sequences so fraught with danger 
to the peace and good order as 
well as the well-being and com- 
fort of society."

During 
that time the ten per cent 
crease in wages would approxi- 
mate $20,500,000, or $4,500,000 
less than the loss in wages du- 
ring the strike. Thus, the an- 
thracite miners will labor three 
years and five months at the ten 
per cent increase in wages and 
then be $4,500,000 short of the 
wages they would have earned 
had there been no strike and no 
crease in wages. 
Under the decision of the com- 
mission all disputes are, if possi- 
ble, to be settled "by consulta- 
tion between the superintendent 
or manager of the mine or mines 
and the miner or miners directly 
interested." This does away 
with the importation of out- 
siders, organizers, agitators, from 
other districts and other states 
to take part in disputes between 
employer and employe. 

Labor is declared worthy of a 
fair wage. Capital's right to 
siness is vindicated. 
The employer is guaranteed the 
inalienable right of a free con- 
tract with its labor, and empha- 
given to the freeman's 
privilege to work for whom he 
will and at such wages and under 
hatever conditions he chooses. 
All outside interference between 
employer and employe is de- 
nounced.

"This all seems too plain for argu- 
ment. Common sense and common 
law alike denounce the conduct of 
those who interfere with this funda- 
mental right of the citizen.

John Mitchell, President of 
the United Mine Workers of 
America, in his testimony be- 
fore the strike Commission, de- 
lared that, "the man who works 
during a strike is a scab," "He 
is a Benedict Arnold," ''I would 
ostracize such a man," "A man 
has no moral right to purst 
lawful occupation in a 
lawful manner, if his work de- 
stroys the hopes and aspirations 
of his fellowmen." 

The Commission, in its finding, 

ys : 

"The right to remain at work 
where others have ceased to work, 
engage anew in work which 
others have abandoned, is part of 
the personal liberty of a citizen that 
can never be surrendered, and every 
infringement thereof merits, and 
should receive the stern denounce- 
ment of the law." "Our language 
the language of a free people, and 
ils to furnish any form of speech 
by which the right of a citizen to 
work when he pleases, for whom he 
pleases, and on what terms he 
pleases, can be successfully deniod. 
The common sense of our people, as 
well as the common law, forbids 
that this right should be assailed 
with impunity. It is vain to say that 
a man who remains at work while 
others cease to work or takes the 
place of one who has abandoned his 
work helps to defeat the aspirations 
of men who seek to obtain better 
ompeuso for their labor, and bet- 
conditions of life." "The right 
and liberty to pursue a lawful eall- 
ng and to lead a peaceablo life, free 
from molestation or attack, concern 
the comfort and happiness of all 
I, and the denial of thorn means 
destruction of one of the greatost, if 
. the greatest. Ot the bent lils 
ich the social organizat ion con- 
fers." 

Thus John Mitchell's attempt 
to re-coin the old principles of 
right and justice into the cur- 
rency of his intolerant and in- 
tolerable unionism is not allowed 
to go unrebuked. These old and 
homely principles of justice are

This has always pre- 
sented a most troublesome problorr 
in the anthracite business. What- 
ever theorists may say, It has been 
fortunate for the general public that 
the transportation companies have 
been financially interested In the 
management of the collieries. Why7 
Why, for the past 25 years the sharp- 
est and severest industrial competi- 
tion has been waged between the In- 
dustries west*f the Alleghenies and 
the industries east of the Alleghe- 
nies, and time and again, with the 
developments at Pittsburg and A la- 
bama and Chicago, the prediction 
was made that all the industries of 
Eastern Pennsylvania would be^e- 
stroyed by reason of the powerof 
these western manufacturers to pro- 
duce at a lower cost. 

Fuel at ths Foundation 

"In this problem of manufacturing 
fuel is the foundation of everything. 
It therefore becomes a business duty 
and a business necessity to see that 
In the cities where only anthracite 
fuel can be used, because of smoke 
ordinances, and In the many places 
along the lines of the Heading sys- 
tem and the New Jersey Bvstem and 
the Lehigh Valley system, thriving 
t*>wns, full of manufactures, In East- 
ern Pennsylvania— to Bee that these 
people and these manufacturers are 
given coal at a reasonable price, be- 
cause If they cannot get that they 
will be driven out of business.

They review iu a general way the 
production of anthracite coal, refer 
to the small area jf country in which 
it is produced, and dwell at some 
length on the market conditions 
and the prices of coal. They also 
refer to the hazardous nature of an- 
thracite coal mining, and give an 
estimate of the loss as occasioned 
by the strike. 

Miners Lost $25,000,000. 
Those losses they estimate as fol- 
lows: 

As to the mine owners, $40,100,000 
to the mine employe in wages. lii.V 
000,000; to the transportation com- 
panies, $28,000,000. The commission 
says that in making their investiga- 
tion they have done whatever it was 
practicable to do to acquaint them- 
selves with the conditions which 
brought about the strike, and they 
make the following summary of 
thetr work: 

They have gone through 
and inspected tin- Viiiious conditions 
winch the production of anthracite 
coal Involves; they have visited the 
breakers, the engine house, and 
pumping stations; they have ex- 
amined the machinery by which the 
mines are protected from water and 
foul air; they have talked with the 
miners at their work and in their 
liomes, and they have given atten- 
tion to the economic, domestic, 
scholastic and religious phases of 
their lives; they have listened to 
and directed the examini tion, and 
cross-examination, of 558 witnesses ; 
they have given free scope of the 
counsel who represented the opera- 
tors, the non-union men and the 
linorB, and they have devoted an 
ent ire week hearing their arguments. 

The Commissioners also say that 
while there have been differences of 
opinion among themselves, there 
never has been a time duriug the 
live months of the existence of the 
[mission when there was an un- 
pleasant word spoken among them, 
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he Commission be- 
lieve contains many hopeful ele- 
mentsfor the adjustment of relations 
in the mining region." Further on 
they sn.v: "The present constitution 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America does not present the most 
inviting inducements for the opera- 
tors to outer into contractual rela- 
tions with it." 

Speaking of the relations of em- 
ployer and employe they say among 
other things: 

"The union must not undertake to 
assume or to interfere with the man- 
of the em- 



They also pronounce as untenable 
the contention that "a majority of 
the employes of an industry by vol- 
untarily associating themselves in a 
union acquire authority over those 
who do not so associate themselves." 
L); .order kod Lawlessness. 

Touching the question of discrim- 
ination, lawlessness, boycotting and 
blacklisting, the commission stateR 
that during the continuance of the 
late strike disorder and lawlessness 
existed to some extent over the 
whole region and throughout the 
whole period. Continuing, the com- 
mission says: 

"It is admitted that this dicorder 
and lawlessness was incident to the 
strike. Its history is stained with a 
record of riot and bloodshed, culmi- 
nating in three murders, unprovok- 
ed save by the fact that two of the 
victims were asserting their right to 
work and another, as an officer of 
the law, was performing his duty, in 
attempting to preserve the peace. 
Men who chose to be employed or 
who remained at work, were assail- 
ed and threatened, and they and 
their families terrorized and intimi- 
dated. In several instances the 
houses of such workmen were dyna- 
mited, or otherwise assaulted, and 
the lives of unoffending women and 
children put in jeopardy. 

"The armed guards, employed to 
protect the collieries and the men 
who worked them, appear not to 

tion and the Governor of the State 
was, as the evidence, before the Com- 
mission shows, justified in calling 
out the citizen soldiory of the com- 
monwealth to preserve its peace and 
vindicate its laws. The resentment 
expressed by many persons connect- 
ed with tbe strike, at the presence 
of the armed guards and militia of 
the State, does not argue well for the 
peaceable character or purposes of 
sucli persons. No peaceablo or 
law-abiding citiasn lias loison to 
fear or resent the presence of either. 

"It is also file, and justice re- 
quires the statement, that the lead- 
ers of the organization w hich began 

blv its President, condemned all 
violence, and exhorted their follow- 
ers to sobriety and moderation. It 
would seem, however, that the sub- 
ordinate local organizations and 
their leaders were not so amenable 
to such counsels as to prevent the 
regretablo occurrences to which 
reference has b«Jen made. 

"In making this arraignment we 
are not unmindful of what appears 
to be the fact, that the mine workers 
of the anthracite region are in the 
main well disposed and good citi- 
zens of the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania and that it is in the power 
of a minority of the less responsible 
men and boys, together with the 



good order of any community." 

Regarding the boycott the com- 
mission says: 

"What is popularly known as the 
boycott (a word of evil omen and 
unhappy origin) is a form of coer- 
cion by which a combination of 
many persons seek to work their 
will upon a single person, or upon a 
few persons, by compelling others to 
abstain from social or heneficiaj 
business intercourse with Btieh per-

and its use immoral and anti-social, 
and the conceited attempt to ac- 
complish it is a conspiracy at com- 
mon law, and merits and should re- 
ceive the punishment due t'.

WEST SIMS TESTIFIED. 

Told ol St Charlu Fight in the Coffey 
Murder Trial at Hopkiiuville.
